| A LAST GIFT. 

Mx. Rockefeller has elosed his accounts 
with the University of Chicago. Not 4 
cent more is it to get from him. That is 
4 wise resolve. He bas done his part 
} nobly, But for his intelligent generosity 
Chieago would have had no university, or 
at least it would not have had one whose 
rapid growth and whose swift advance 
to a commanding position among the great 
educational institutions of the country 
made it the pride of Qhicago. | 

There have been suspicious persons who 
have seen in Mr. Rockefeller’s gift evi- 
dences of a design to shape education in 
the interests of ‘monopoly and privilege. 
They have sneered at the Standard Ol] 
university.” There never bas been any 
evidence of such design. There has been 
no interference with academie freedom. 
But now that Mr. Rockefeller is no longer 
represented on the board of trustees, now 
that the university has become, as he 
says, “the property of the people,” we 
ghall hear no more of those charges and 
taunts. 

The saverial progress of the. univer. 
sity will not be halted because the founder 
will give no more, His announcement 
leaves the ‘field free for other givers. The 
liberal gifts of the citizens of Chicago and 
the west, to which Mr“ Rockefeller refers, 
will be even more liberal now that his 
helping hand has been withdrawn. The 
men who hesitatédd to donate $100,000 
while Mr. Rockefeller was bestowing mil 
lions will be less hesitant. henceforth. 
There need be no fears for the future of 
the university. It will keep on expand- 
ing and adding to its multifarious activi- 
ties. It has made Chicago the educa- 
tional center of the west and will keep 
it 80. 

Mr. Rockefeller has acted wisely as re 
gards the university. He has displayed 
reasonablenéss in consenting to the modi- 
fication of the proposed federal charter for 
the Rockefeller foundation. The total 
holdings of the trustees must not exceed 
$1.00,000,000; the income must not be al- 
lowed to accumulate, but must be n- 
pended amnnally for the purposes of the 
endowment. ‘This removes the fear of 
the accumulation of a colossal fund domi- 
ting all other benevolent agencies.

Urges Commission to Fight for 
Abolishment of “General 
Tak“ Law. 


> 


Real estate ſe bearing the same relative 
proportion of the tax burden in Cook county 
today as it did thirty*five years ago, despite 
the uncontroverted fact that the great in- 
‘crease in the wealth in Chicago has been in 
personal propérty, estimated at 200 per cent 
during thet pertod. 

These facts were shown clearly in a state- 
ment compiled by the Civic Federation of 
Chicago and filed with the special tax com- 
mission created by the legisiature. Thia 
statement supplements the one filed by the 
federation last October, in which a constitu- 
tional amendthent was urged for the purpose 
of wiping out the general property tax and 
substituting therefor a classificgtion of prop- 
erty with methods of taxation and rates 
appropriate tor each class. 

In this supplementary report, which will 
be considered at the next meeting of the tax 
commission, great stress is laid upon the 
. figures obtained from the controller's report, 
showing that assested values constantly tend 
to shrink, and that the bulk of the shrinkage 
is on the side of the personal property, while 
real estate values are being cut at a lesser 
rate, and even show an increase at times, 


What the Report Shows. 
That part of the teport dealing with the 
remarkably poor showing as to increase in 


the personal property assessments eince 


1875 is considered most important data by the 
executive committee of the federation, and 
its members believe that in this they have 
an incontrovértible argument in favor of a 


thorough reformation of the tating system 


and the total abolition of the general prop- 
erty method of taxation. On this subject the 
report says: 

“Such analysis of valuation as is possible 
from public records indicafes clearly that 
real éstate today bears nearly the same rela- 
tive burden of taxes that it bore in 1876, in 
spite of the fact that persona) property ac- 
tually has deen increased by perhaps 200 
per cent in the last thirty-five years. 

“This is shown in the following table, 
which also shows that in the years particu- 
larly discussed iu fopégoing paragraphs, 
personalty valuations tended to shrink more 
rapidly than those of real property:

property as increased at approximately the 
game rate as real estate. Also it is notice- 


‘able that in several instances increases in 
‘realty valuations are coincident with de- 


creases in pertonalty, and especially interest- 

ing is the fact that the net increase in total 

values of .76 per cent, heretofore mentioned, | 
for the nine year period from 1890 to 1898, 

was more than made up by the increase in 

real estate valuation, the increase ih real 

estate being 611.58 per cent of the total In- 

crease, while personal property profited by 

a decrease amounting to 411.58 per cent of 
the total increase. 

“We find that in 1890 persona) property 
made up 20.64 per cent of the total assessed 
values: in 1908, 21.18 per cent; in 1904, 19.8 
per cent; in 1808, 21.08 per cent. The years 
1890 and 1900 were marked by unusual et- 
forte to discover as much property as pos- 
sible. \ 
‘Considering the degree of prosperity‘ 
which characterized the decade just closed, 
we do not believe that an increase of .39 per 
cent represents anything epproaching the 
true increase in its relative value of the per- 
sonal property of this community; neither do 
we believe that personal property constituted 
a greater portion of the city’s wealth in 1908 
than it did in 1900.“
